GAZING \T THE DEAD. 

ELBERON, Septeinber 2]1.—Arrangements 
have been completed and notice given that all 
those desiring way view the remains of the 
lute Chiet Mayistrate. The line has formed, 
and people are passing in sinule file througn 
the cottage. Two sentinels are stationed at 
euch side of the entrance, to. prevent more 
than one person entering at atime. The cas- 
ket is verv unpretentiou-, being covered with 
biack cloth, and, with the exception of silver 
meuntings, perfects pigin. The ouly 
decoration is a large ‘‘Y’’ shaped 
savo paim, which extends from the foot ot 
the casket upwards. The remains are lying 
inone of the rooms on the tirst floor of the 
comagé, nad people pass in at the east door, 
and, without stopping. out atthe west. “The 
appearance of the hite l’resident is s0 changed 
that persons familiar with bis natural eoun- 
tenance wonld scareely recognize him. The 
¢e¢hurehb bells are tolling :ind the verowd contina- 
uestoincrease, The cars which are tu he 
used forthe funeral train have just been run 
up to Francklyn Cottace. 

GARFIELD IN DEATH, 

MEW YORK, Septen:ber 2!.—The Evening 
Post Long Branch special says ‘*The Presi- 
deutis laid out in the <nit of clothes which he 
wore on inauguration «ivy. His left hand is 
laid across bis breast after the inanner he had 
inJife. This wes donein orderto make his 
Yeseinblance as near to lite as 
possible, No Persons will be al- 
lowed to enter the death chamber, 
which has been putin order as it was when 
the President was brought to Elberon. The 
body is so greativ sbrupnken that artificial 
ineans Nad to be resorted toto givethe ciothes 
the appearance of iitting. In addition to 
the nutura) shrinking from his illness the 
operation connected with the AULOpSsV 
has leftthe bodyin an even more emaciated 
A plaster ca-t was taken of his face 
yesterday as wel) as of his rigbt hand. In 
taking the vast of the band it was somewhat 
discolored ,sothat his hand willnot be seen, The 
effect of ou used npon the face prior to taking 
the cast disfigured the features somewhat and 
siightly altered the color of thetace, sothat 
the appearance is very much less natural even 
than it was just after death. The President 
hada massive head and the large bones show 
very prominently. Hi- cheeks ‘ure fallen in. 
The beard has been x0 arranged 
about the parotid cland as to conceal that 
scar, and such arrangements have been made 
about the pillow as stillfurther conceal the 
swellings which sapped away his life. Tne 
undertaker says thati» hisopinionit will be 
safe to expose the body atter it leaves here. 
Tne effects of the inids used in 
¢mbalming are such a- to huve already hard- 
ened the teatures. 

A number of journalists who have been so 
closely watching the }’resident’s case all these 
weary weeks were given an opportunity 
for the tirst View the body. 
The sentries stood at either 
side ofithe entrance. The cofiin Jay in the hall- 
wavy of the lower floor, with a soldier at the 
hexd an:lfoot of it.

The brow had lostthe 
massive appearance which characterized it in 
life. The involuntary whispered remark of 
allastheyv gazed ypon the loved form witha 
shudder was, ‘‘l never should have 
re cognized him.

It is nost marvelous how he lived so long.

A Tribune reporter has by chance made a 
discovery Whics, though it may be of no- 
practical importance, can be written about 
to the enlichtenment of many, and possibly 
to the edilication of soine. fle has sotved the 
question as to what is the hottest place this 
side of Hades—that is, the hottest place 
where men have to live and work.

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SECRET CIPHERS. 


A System to Cheapen Ocean Telegraphy 
abd Insure Secrecy. 
From the New York Sun. 


Cable rates to England are now twenty-five 
cents a word, but they have beenas high as 
$100 for a ten-word message. Notwithstand- 
ing tbe great reductions that have been made 
in the cost of ocean telegraphv since the At- 
lantic cables were first laid, rates to points 
in Asia or to South America run up to sever- 
al doilarsa word. There are houses whose 
business requires frequent telegraphic com- 
munication with such distant points, and 
methods of attaining brevity of expression 
are hence of very great value. Telegraph 
code-makers supply such methods. 

*Code-making as a business has grown up 
within the last tive or six years,’’ said J. C. 
Hartfield, who makes ita specialty. ‘*‘It has 
the advantages of both economy and secrecy. 
The use of codes for ordinary busigess pur- 
poses dates from the beginning of ocean tele- 
graphy, but people at first got up their own 


codes. Itis avery easy thing to do -appuir- 
entiy. All vou have to do is to make a list of 


phrases which you have frequently to usejn 
vour business and represent them by a cor- 
responding list of single words. But people 
found tbat words are apt to be changed in 
telegraphic transmission into words whose 
telecraphie notation is similar. The resnit 
has sometimes been disastrous. Code-mak- 
ers make avoidance of such liability 
to error a special study. Then, too, code 
wakers can attuin a condensation of expres- 
sion that makes their work far cheaper than 
any simple code such as abusiness man might 
get up for himself. Hence, farge houses are 
Willipe to pay well for having codes made for 
them. There are houses spending as much 
as $20,000 a vear for telecraphic adviees, and 
asystem which will put their messages into 
few words effecis a very great saving for 
them. I have made a combination code for 
one house here by which the entire state of 
the Japanese tea market can be put into 
seveh words. Those seven words will con- 
vey tothemtbe date of steamers sailing, the 
Staite of the market for nine grades of tea, the 
rates of treight by six routes, the amount of 
purckases for Europe and the United States, 
the eradesvpon which the demand is run- 
ning, the principal buyers, rates of ex- 
Change, tbe number of packages sent in the 
Gay’s shipments, and the points to which 
they are consigned. ihave madeacode by 
Which the amount of sales of flour, butter 
and checse, the state of the market for each, 
and the amount of money paid into bank are 
sent daily to a house in this city by its branch 
at Liverpool, the whole message being put 
into two words.”? 

“Can codes be gotten up for the use of any 
house in the same line of business, or do 
houses prefer to have their own special 
codes?” 

‘Large houses preferto have their own 
codes. Onelarge banking house for whom I 
prepared acode had a printing establish- 
ment set up inside the bank building so as to 
inake certain of receiving all the copies of 
the code that were printed. Some of the 
codes used by large houses are very volumi- 
nous. Brown Brothers & Co. have acode of 
64,000 words; Thomas & Co., 67,000; Moske 
Bres., 60,000; Drexel, Morgan & Co., about 
45,000 words. We have to ransack all lan- 
guages to get so many words which shall al] 
be telegraphically dissimilar. ’’

Now it 
need not be saidthatina land of law ali this 
is very loose talk, anc will amount to pothing 
inthe end. The masses of the people will 
quietly await the action of regularly consti- 
tuted tribunais, which will give Guiteau a 
fairtrial. With regard to Mason it may be 
said that his mind was undoubtedly so affect- 
ed by dwelling upon the assassin’s crime that 
he was hardly respousible for whut he did. 
But it should be understood that such a deed 
is notone to be defended, and is, in fact, sine 
cerelv to be regretted by every rizht-think- 
ing man. 

A good deal of the unwholesome doubt in 
the public mind, it may as well be confessed, 
urises from the uncertain twethods of courts 
of justice. There is a potion—vossi'siy it is 
no more than a notion—that some clever 
lawyer retained by Guiteau) may tind some 
technical way of saving him from the fit 
penalties of his transyvression. This it is 
Which has lent interest to the question 
whether, if the President shouid, unhappily, 
die at Long Branch. inthe State of New 
Jersey, his murderer could be tried for the 
murder in the District of Columbia 
or in the State of New Jersey. Our 
advice to all men is not neediesstly to fret 
their minds upon this point. The man will 
certainly be tried somewhere and be punish- 
ed somewhere, if he lives to be tried and 
punished. He will not be permitted to go at 
large again to kill more men, unless he has a 
much better legal defence than itis possible 
to conceive of. Some court will find juris- 
diction. Some judee will be foundto sent- 
ence, as som@jury will be found to convict. 
Or if this should prove impossible, common 
sense will hardly permit this murderous per- 
son togo at lxerge.. Society will act in this 
matter upon the principle of self-preserva- 
tion, and the authorities of the United States 
will find a law or make one for meeting the 
emergency. New occasions call for new ex- 
pedients; but we still think that existing law 
will be sufficient for dealing with this case.

A Man Who Believes That Horsefiesh 
is Wholesome. 
From the New York Times. 


A German sausage manufacturer in Lon- 
don was recently accused of using horsetlesh 
in making his sausages,and the question 
came up, Is horsefiesh wholesome ani fit 
for buman food? It seems that the English 
have a prejudice against horseflesh. Lastead 
of theorizing onthe point, it would be better 
to look at the facts. 

The writer, while a medical student at St. 
Petersburg, Russia, was for years a regular 
borsefiesh eater. The students of the Medi- 
cal Academy, of the University, of the Tech- 


nological Institute and of the 
Acrivcutural School ate horseflesh 
at, that time, as they do now. Aad 


the poorer population ot the Czar’s capital, 
who bave overcome their prejudice, commone 
ly buy horseflesh, because itis cheaper than 
beef. It was brought into use at St. Peters- 
burg in 1870. Inthe popuiation of the Czar’s 
cspital there are several thousand Tariers, 
who are babitual eaters of bhorsedlesh. The 
Tartars usually come to the Imperial 
Veterinary College, which is on the same 
erounds as the Imperial Medical Academy, to 
buy the bopelessiy wounded borses. the 
medical and veterinary students could not 
help noticing what excellent :ueat the ‘Tartars 
got at a ridiculousiy low price. As extreme 
poverty prevails among the Russian students, 
the idea suggested itself to use horseflesh, as 
the Tartars didy and so the students begun to 
eat if. 

We did not run any risk of being poisoned, 
for the professors of the Veterinary College 
acreed to examine every animal whose meat 
we intended to consume. Soon there were 
formed the so-called “horseflesh clubs.” 
Tbe Russian students live in parties of from 
five totwenty persons atthe same boure, 2nd 
bavein common books, board, and often even 
dress. These litthe commun:ties, one alter 
another, gladly substituted cheap horsellesa 
for dear beef. The medical and veterinary 
students dressed the meat themselves at tie 
college, While the students of other Insitu- 
Lions resorted to the help of the Tartars. Lue 
Tartars were ready to furnish any quantity of 
borseilesh of the best quality at from two to 
three kopecks per pound, while beef sold at 
from twenty to thirty kopecks. Sowe of the 
pocrer students carried home their suppitcs of 
horse flesh on their own saoulders. 

The students liked horseflesh> very much. 
Iv is alla mistake to betieve that itis inuch 
inferior to beef. ‘TTrue,itisa little coarser, 
but the flesh, generally speaking, is not hard- 


er. Horseflesn has a gamy flavor, reminding 
one somewbat of goose or  duek. 
Scmetimes on our table appeared tte 
meal from a young and well-fed 
horse which bad been killed by acct- 
dent. That we would not have exchanged for 


any beef. The fatis more liquid than becf 
fat, for it contains less stearine aud more 
olcine; therefore horsemeat, when colid,is not 
so hard as beef. The meat of a very lean 
horse, and particularly that of a bors: of a 
respectable old age,is very hard. But the 
sumeis true as regards jean and old oxen 
and cows. Horses are no more iikelv to be 
diseased than oxen, and it shouid bethe duty 
of the sanitary inspectors to see that 
the animals killed for food are healthv. 
In St. Petersburg there are now a number 
of dining-rooms where horsemeat is served. 
A full dinner there costs ten kopecks (five 
cents), against thirty kopecks at the other 
places. There are many regulzr customers at 
those dining-rooms, who are principsiiy 
persons belonging to the educated classes and 
who, of course, found it easier to overcome 
their prejudice against borsemeatthan uned- 
ucated peasants or tradesmen may find it. 
If Englishmen, Who adore large and juicy 
beefsteaks, could see what exc: lient horse- 
steaks are served in the Czar’s capital, per- 
baps they would reflect a little before abusinz 
horseflesh. There are in Russia thousauds 
of doctors, professors, lawyers, engineers and 
priests who but for horseflesh would wmever 
buve finished their studies, and who would 
make a formidable array cf witnesses to the 
effect that horseflesh is wholesome and iit for 
human food.

TOTALLY BURNED. 


Two Blocks Between Clark Avenue, 
Walnut, Ninth and Tenth 
Destroyed. 


The Collier White Lead 
Works Again Food for 
the Flames. 


Over Fifty Houses and a Hun- 
dred Families Burned Out. 


. 


The Loss Considerably Over dalf 
@ Mullion of Dollars. 


The double block between Walnut and Clark 
avenue and Ninth and Tenth streets was 
burnt out this afternoon atalossof over half 
a million dollars. The fire caught from the 
ash heap of one of the frame houses on Niath 
and Walnut and rapidly burnt south into the 
oil-filled warehouses and the corroding-houses 
of the Collier Lead and Oil Co,, whosc loss 
alone is more than a quarter of a million dol- 
lars. The Fire Department seemed to exper- 
ience great difficulty in getting the fire under 
control, and the management of the tireis 
complained of most bitterly by the Collier 


Company. 
THE SOUTH SIDE. 

Before the alarm was sounded a reporter 
was at the starting pointand viewedjthe prog- 
ress of theblaze. About a hundred persons 
werein the vicinity at the discovery of the 
flames, and all realized the danger. The 
block was evidently doomed, no matter what 
elforts the department would make. 
M.N. Elzea’s livery stable at Nos. 108 and 110 
South Tenth street wasthe first building to 
take fire on the south side of the alley. Fifty 
horses were stabled on the ground floor, with 
several carriages, borouches, buggies and 
vehicles of all kinds. In the second story the 
feed was stowed. Deputy Marshal Sabini,Mr. 
Elzea and the stable hands were in the vicin- 
ity and quickly removed the horses 
and vehicles frown the ground floor. Several 
sick horses receiving treatment were housed 
inthe second story, with ten buggies anda 
number of barouches. These horses with some 
barouches and two buggies were saved, Mr. 
Sabini went up again but barely escaped with 


his life. Before he reached the grogind 
floor the flames burst in from 
the rear, burning eight buggies 


and alotof feedand hay. The flames spread 
down the alley side, sweeping down the tene- 
ment houses occupied by coloured people on 
the west. About 150 feet fromjthe north line of 
Clark avenue on the west half of the block 
the wurehouses of the Collicr White Lead 


Works begin. These houses were filled 
with linseed and castor oil. A 
number of workmen employed on the 


new Collier Works had their tools stored in 
this building and saved their property with 
trouble. About $100,000 worth of machinery 
for the new Collicr Works was also stored in 
this building. This will almost be a total loss 
with the elevating and grinding machinery 
of the buildingitself. Onthe east halt of the 
block, extencing to within 200 fect of Walnut 
street, were located the corroding-houses, 
lead-casting shop, crushing machines and 
store-houses. A large amount of tan bark 
was packed .bout in the corroding-honses and 
burned rapidly. Alarge amount of barreled 
oil was stored in the north end of the 
building near the casting and melting rooms, 
and burned iinmediately. At the Collier Com- 

any’s office they were unable to estimate the 
oss. Everything iginsured, but the amount 
and companies they could not say. 

THE TENTH STREET SIDE. 

The Tenth atreet side of the conflagration 
while at first tame, a became the seat of 
some of the most brilhant mancuvers of the 


tire. The alarm was struck at 3 
o'clock und it was not until half 
past three thut the Tenth Strect 


side gave way utterly. The fire burned the 
heart of the block away before attacking the 
onter shell, and standing on one of the inner 
balconies of the Butterfield mansion one could 
look down into a whole beil of burning light, 
which threw out a fierce heat. ‘The 
Tenth street side of the fire was quietly 
Jet burn by the authorities until it had gained 
such mastery that it was only possible to let it 
burn. The houses which are burned are But- 
ler’s blacksinith shop, No. 106. Loss $8,000; 
Elzea’s stables, No. 108 and 110, loss $+,000;Ma- 
dam Butterfield’s house, No. 112, loss nearly 
total; No. 114, Mrs. Burcock: Nos. 118 and 120 
and Is2, negro tcuements; NO. 
204 Morzan’s dye house, loss $12,000, No. 208. 
Mis. Limbold, und No. 208, Henry Schieiehen: 
residences, total loss. Medler and Woollen- 
brook, No. 210, stforef{burned out completely. 
the balance of the block was occupied py the 
Collier Works, which are all gone. As soon 
aus the fire became general the people on the 
block began moving out their furniture, 


thus affording a audy picnic to the 
thugs and  sneak-thieves who § fairly 
swarmed aboutthe place. At No. 210 it was 


discovered that a child was up stairs and after 
a heroic struggle it was rescued by a man 
named David Martin, who nearly paid with 
bis own lifefor his bravery. It is believed 
that it man is stiil in the ruins 
of 210, as twe men and a _ ~ypoliceman 
are all who are known to have got out, whiie 
four surely wentin. The loss on the west side 
alone was over a hundred thousand dollars, 
allof which could have been saved had the 
fire department paid attention to that part of 
the conflagration. The street was so conver- 
ed with househoid furniture that 
the engines were much impeded when 
they didcome. At4 o'clock the fire had been 
confined to the limits of Walnut, Clark, Ninth 
and Tenth streets. The houses on Walnut will 
Phd be saved, but the balance ofthe 
doutle b16ck js utterly gone. | 

The Marine Insurane Company had $8,000 
placed in the Warehouse and bin department 
ofthe works. The entire insurance of the 
Collier works was placed in Martin Collins’ 
agency. 

THE EAST SIDE. ' 

At 5 o'clock engine No. 6 with 4 single 
stream was on Ninth street, between Clark

ance, 

No. 9001; Waltut. was occupied bv Mrs. 
Henry Hoffman on the first floor, and by Chas. 
Edwards, a printer, on the second floor. 
Mrs. Hoffman saved some furniture, bat Ed- 
wards, who is a printer out ot work, lost 
everything, and says $200 will not make 
the loss. Edwards was not able to find 
his wife after the fire ‘broke out, 
and was afraid she had been lostin the flames. 
This, however, could not have been possible 
under the circumstances, asthe firemen made 
trips through all the rooms. 

No. 902 Walnut—Philip Gregory occupied 
the first floor, and lost some of his household 
goods. The up stairs rooms were vacant. 

No. 904 Walnut—Charles McCoy lived down 
stairs, and Peter Griffin up stairs. Both lost 
all their kitchen furniture. - 

No. 906 Walnut street—Mrs. Mary Keefe, & 
widow, lived down-stairs and Mrs. Patrick 
Condom up-stairs. Mrs. Keefe suffered some 
loss on furniture, and Mrs. Condon,-in addi- 
tion to losing the larger part of her posses- 
sions, was badly burned about the face and 
hands and had to be carried out of the room 
by two firemen. 

No. 908 Wainut street—Christ Scholemeyer 
had the down-stairs floor and Mrs. Whitehead 
the second story. Mrs. Whitehead lost a great 
deal of her furniture, and her fath- 
er, John Ogden, aged 80 + years, 
having gone up-stairs to save something, was 
imprisoned by the fire and smoke, and would 
have perished had not Pat Conway and an- 
other member of the PompierjCorps carried 
him out of the front window to the ground by 
means of ladders.

No. 106 South Tenth streetisa three-story 
brick, owned and occupied by Edward Butler 
as a horse-shoeing establishment and resi- 
dence. The fire got intothe back of this 
building. Some property had been thrown 
out of the front windows, but the bulk 
of Mr. Butier’s property is doomed to de- 
struction. He has his house, stock and 
household goods insured. 

No. 108 uaid 110 ‘Tentn street were the three- 
story stables known asthe St. Jaines, owned 
byM. N. Elzea&Co. The horses were re- 
-moved early in the contlagration to Andy 
Brown’s stuble, and the vehicles were all 
gotten out. Acolored man named Richard 
Hobbs had a room in the stable 
and got only his bedding. The 
building is owned by a Catholic priest, and 
Taaffe, Emerson & Co. were the agents. The 
stable proprietors lose feed, harness, et.c, to 
a large amount. : 

No. 112 Tenth street was a three-story brick, 
occupied by Clara Stubblefield. who kepta 
house of 1Jl-fame. Clara’s parlor and tirst 
floor furniture were partly saved. All the rest 
was lost. 

Number 1]l4 was a two-story frame house, 
and occupied upstairs by Adolph Burkharde 


an employe of the Collier W hite 
Lead Company. The lower floor 
was rented b¥ Dominick Stoll, 


who drives a wagon tor the Mound City Mills 
Company. The house was owned by Mr. Aib- 
Jey, the well knowa dairyman, and was fully 
tnsured. 

No. 116 South Tenth street, a two-story 
frame house owned by Fred. Schulte, who 
had $2,000 insurance upon it. 

NO. 118 was an ola two story frame shanty. 
It contained three rooms, two of which were 
situated on the ground floor and was occupied 


by two widow women, one named 
Mrs. Casey, who takes in washing, 
ang the other named Mrs. Scanlan, who 


works at the Lindell Heteljand is also a wash- 
woman. The top room wastenanted by still 
another widow—FEliza Hagen. Some furni- 
ture was saved by each. The house was own- 
ed by Mr. Schutze.

No. 200 South Tenth was atwo-story frame, 
for which John Maguire was agent. Eliza 
Richards, colored, lived down-stairs and Mrs.

Probably a dozen colored families were 
driyen from their shanties in the alley, The 
few who could save furniture piled it high on 
the Tenth street pavement. 

The row between the alley and Tenth street

} the ecene at 4 o’clock were burning in the 
rear, 

SKS ORIGIN OF THE -FIRE. 

Some children playing in a stavle in the rear 
of the tenement houses on Walnut ignited 
some straw with matches,and in an instant 
the entire building was im flames. The 
fire caughtin the low, open sheds on the 
north side of the oil works and in less than 
twenty minutes from the time it was discover- 
ed the entire block was abiaze. It was pos- 
sible to pass through the alley between the 
tenements and the works = after the Fire 
Department arrived, andthe management is 
seriously censured tor not doing more ef- 
fective work. 

: UNDER CONTROL. 

At4dp.m.the tire was under control and 
had now left the block. AH the houses, 
save the row on Walnut street from Eighth 
to Ninth, are burned. 

ACCIDENTS, . 

Mrs. Patrick Condon, living at No. 906 Wal- 
nut street, was badly burned about the face 
and hands. 

Adam Wirth, foreman of No. If, became 

overheated during the tire and had to be taken 
away tothe Dispensary in an ambulance, 
Mr. John W. Ogden, aged 80 years, hadhis 
heaa, face and hands severely burned and 
narrowly rscaped death.

The City to Send a Representative 
Delegation to Cleveland, 


A Mass Meeting Saturday Night—The 
Hearse that Carried Lincola— — 
Arrangements for Monday. 


The Meeting in the Mayor’s Office. 

A meeting was neld in the Mayor’s office at 
half past nine o’clock this morning, in accord- 
ance with invitation received from hisj{Honor 
by the Merchants’, Mechanics’ and Cotton 
Exchanges of the city, as well as several pri- 
vate citizens, to give united expression and 
corbine upon some jappropriate official ac- 


tion in regard to President Garfield’s death. 
Mayor Ewing presided, and his private secre- 
tary, Lyndon A. Smith was made secretary of 
the gathering. 

The following officials were present: Comp- 
trojler Adreon; George W. Parker, President 
of the Council, Treasurer Merrill, Postmaster 
Hays, Revenue Collector Sturgeon, City Col- 
lector Hudson; Gen. A. J. Smith, Auditor; 
Col. Henry T. Flad, President Board of Public 
Improvements; Gen. John D. Stevenson, 
Water Commissioner, and City Counsellor 
Bell. The Cotton Exchange was represented 
by Messis. J. W. Paramore, Wm. M. Senter, 
James L. Sloss, D. P. Rowland and Theodore 
Meir; the Mechanics’ Exchange by Messrs. 
Anthony Ittner, Henry Feurebach, Thos. Rich, 
Thos. C. Hayden and James Punn. The Mer- 
chants’ Exchange committee did not appear. 

Mayor E wl in opening the meeting, stated 
that he would to-day issue a proclamation 
ordering the suspension of all business on 
Monday, the day of the funeral, commanding 
the tolling of the bells of the city between the 
hoursof2p.m.and 4 p. m., requesting all 
places of amusement to close their doors that 
night and urging citizens generally to give all 
possible expression to the general 
grief for the death of the President 
by draping their buildings in black, etc. 

Secretary Smith read communications from 
Mr. R.S. mp oy” of the Wabash, and Speaker 
Ma riott,of the House of Delegates, who could 
not be present at the meeting. 

Mr. Paramore offereda resolution provid- 
ing for a delegation consisting of two city offi- 
cers, two oflicers of the General Government, 
two citizens at large and two members of the 
various exchanges to accompany His Honor 
the Mayor to attend the funeral. Adopted. 

Collector Hudson wanted all citizens going to 
Cleveland to attend the funeral to be added to 
the delegation. 

Postmaster Hays objected. He wanted the 
delegation to be official and distinctly repre- 
sentative of the city of St. Louis. 

Mr. Rowland wanted a larger committee. 
a Louis should send ut least ten from the city 
atiarge. 

Aiter some discussion the delegation of thir- 
teen suggested by Mr. Paramore wasincreased 
to twenty-one, with ten at large from thecity. 

The Mayor and his private secretary were 
authorized to arrange for the transportation 
und accommodation of the delegation. 

On motion of Mr. Rowland the Mayor was 
requested to ask that allthe churches of the 
city be opened on Monday and appropriate 

funeral services be held in each. 

Mr. Sturgeon suggested that a public meet- 
ing ot citizens be held at Merchants’ Exchange 
Friday evening to give proper expression to 
the sentiments of our people at large in refer- 
ence to the great calamity that has befatlen 
the country. 


Postinaster Hays also urged the hold- 
ing of a mass mecting. Passing 
along the streets yesterday, he = said,

The Hearse Which Carried Lincoln. 
It is not generally known that St. Louis sup- 
. plied the hearse in which President Lincoln’s 
remains were carried tothe vault in which 
they now rest. The following telegram sent 
from the City Hall this morning will therefore 
be of exceeding interest to many persons. 
ST. LOUIS, September 21, 1881. 

R. R. HERRICK, Mayor, Cleveland, O.: 

The hearse that was used at Springfield on 
the occasion of the burial of President Lin- 
coj)n is tnthis city, in good order, and is ten- 
dered by the owner, Mr. Jesse Arnot, for use 
at Cleveland on Monday. If desired, answer. 

Wa. L. EWING, 
Mayor. 

A POST-DISPATCHfreporter called at Arnot’s 
stable and saw this hearse, which is a massive 
and beautiful vehicle, the body being of black, 
gold and silver; the sides of glass, with gold 
figures burned into its surface and silver col- 
umns dividing it; the rests for the plumes de- 
signed in gold and silver torches, and all the 
details rich and in keeping with the parts here 
described. Mr. Arnot, who is very proud 
of his property, says he had the hearse 
built in 1860 by William D. Rogeis, of 
Philadelphia, at a cost fof $4,000. The 
reinains of Thomas H. Benton, Col. John 
O’Fallon, Joseph Charless, Col. Throckmor- 
ton Grimsley, Major Reilly, Gen. Sterling 
Price and indeed of all the prominent men 
who died here were carriedin it. On the oc- 
casion of Lincoln’s death Mr. Arnot tendered 
the use of the hearse through Mayor Thomas 
to the Mayor of Springfield and also offered 
six horses and his own services for the occa- 
sion. The tender was accepted and Mr. Arnott 

himself sat on the driver’s box behind the six 
black horses that drew the remains.
